INTRODUCTION 

This  report  is  in  response  to  the  Federal  Court  Order  (May  10,  1975)  which 

states: 

...The  Superintendent  shall  file  v/ith  the  court  annually  on  or 
before  July  15  a  report  concerning  the  entire  system  for  the 
previous  school  year... The  report  shall  contain  racial  and  ethnic 
data  and  other  information  on  each  school,  each  district,  and 
systemv/ide. . .  (pp.  95-96) 

Given  this  mandate,  a  master  plan  was  developed  and  implemented  that  resulted 
In  the  production  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (158)  individual  school  reports 
(ten  schools  were  combined  to  produce  five  reports,  e.g.,  Otis  Elementary  and  Otis 
Middle  is  one  report) ,  nine  (9)  district  reports,  and  one  (1)  system-wide  report 
that  satisfy  the  specifications  stated  in  the  Federal  Court  Order  (May  10,  1975). 
For  each  school,  district,  and  the  total  system  statistical  information  is  pre- 
sented concerning  1)  students,  2)  staff,  3)  facilities,  4)  citizen  participa- 
tion, 5)  external  agencies  participation,  and  6)  budget. 

These  reports  are  the  direct  result  of  a  cooperative  effort  among  Boston 
Public  School  personnel,  parents  (RPC  and  CDAC  members),  and  members  of  external 
agencies.  In  my   view,  they  are  convincing  evidence  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
when  the  objective  is  clear,  a  plan  is  developed  and,  for  the  most  part,  adhered 
to,  and  the  persons  responsible  for  implementing  the  plan  combine  resources  in 
order  to  achieve  the  stated  objective.  For  the  first  time  parents  and  school 
officials  in  every  school  in  the  city  worked  together  in  a  systematic  manner  to 
compile  and  verify  information  about  their  respective  schools  and  districts. 
Given  this  information,  the  current  status  of  each  school  can  be  assessed,  strengths 
and  areas  in  need  of  improvement  can  be  determined,  and  recommendations  based  upon 
an  analysis  of  sound  information  can  be  developed  and  implemented. 

In  managing  any  enterprise  a  first  step  is  to  develop  a  valid  base  of  infor- 
mation upon  which  sound  decisions  can  be  made.  This  is  what  we  have  accomplished 
by  the  production  of  these  reports.  What  we,  school  department  personnel  and 
parents,  have  accomplished  together.  My  special  thanks  to  all  of  you  who  contri- 
buted to  this  endeavor.

ATTEiJDANCF.  SERVICES  - 


Admin i strati 01  consists  ot  those  activities  v.hich  have 
as  their  purpose  the  general  regulation,  dir-cction  and 
control  of  the  affairs  of  the  school  system  that  are 
systeniwide  and  not  confined  to  one  school ,  subject  or 
narrow  phase  of  school  activity. 

Instruction  consists  of  those  activities  dealing  directly 
with  or  aiding  in  the  teaching  of  students  or  iiiiprcving  -clie 
quality  of  teaching.  These  are  the  activities  of  the  teacher, 
principals,  supervisor  of  instruction  and  guidance  and 
psychological  personnel. 

Attendance  Services  consist  of  those  activities  which  have 
as  their  primary  purpose  the  prcniotion  and  inproverient  of 
children's  attendance  at  school,  through  enforcement  of 
compulsory  attendance  laws  and  other  means. 

Health  Services  are   activities  in  the  field  of  physical  and 
mental  health  which  are  not  direct  instruction,  ccnsistiriy  of 
medical  and  nurse  services  in  the  nature  of  inspection, 
weighing,  etc. 

PUPIL  TRA:JSP0RTATI0N   Pupil  Transportation  Services  consist  of  those  activities 
SERVICES  -  which  have  as  their  purpose  the  conveyance  of  pupils  to  '^nd 

from  school  activities,  either  between  home  and  scnool  or  on 
trips  for  curricular  or  co-curricular  activities.

Operation  of  Plant  consists  of  the  housekeeping  activities 
concerned  with  keeping  the  physical  plant  open  and  reai . 
use.  It  includes  cleaning,  disinfecting,  heating,  lighting, 
communications,  Dower,  moving  furniture,  handlino  stores, 
caring  for  grounds  and  other  such  housekeeping  activities,  ^'-z 
are  repeated  sciTiewhat  regularly  on  a  daily,  i/eekly,  monthly 
or  seasonal  basis.  Operation  of  Plant  does  not  encompas.:  ti;e 
repairs  and  replacements  of  facilities  and  equipment. 


MAINTENANCE  OF  PLANT  -  Maintenance  of  Plant  consists  of  those  activities  that  are 

concerned  with  keeping  the  grounds,  buildings  and  equiomeni 
at  their  original  condition  of  completeness  or  efficiency, 
eitlier  through  repairs  or  by  replacements  of  property  (any- 
thing less  than  replacement  of  a  total  building).  For  additicn- 
al  maintenance,  see  budget  of  Department  of  Planning  and 
Engineering. 


FIXED  CHARGES  - 


Fixed  Charges  are  expenditures  of  a  generally  recurrent  nature 
which  are  not  readily  allocable  to  other  expenditure  accoi^nuS. 


FOOD  SERVICES  - 


CGIv^UNITY  SERVICES 


Food  Services  are  those  activities  which  have  as  their  purpose 
the  preparation  and  serving  of  recular  and  incidental  mc^ils, 
lunches  or  sr-,acks  in  connection  with  school  activities. 


Community  Servicesaro  those  services  provided  by  the  public 
schools  for  the  community  as  a  whole,  or  some  segment  of  ti'.e 
community,  excluding  public  school  and  adult  education  progra.^: 
operated  by  the  public  schools. 
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
